It recovers 
slowly, It is established vegetatively 
with sprigs but can be established 
with seed, It grows in full sun and 
part shade, Centipede will stand 
only light traffic and wear. 

St. Augustine grass grows in full 
sun or fairly dense shade. It will 
stand only light traffic and wear 

In dense shade or under shallow 
rooted trees , it is best to use low 
growing ground cover plants. Some 
of the most popular are ivy, ajuga, 
Bigleaf and Little leaf Periwinkle 
and Liriope.

We are closely following a 
plan being developed to construct some new apartments on the West 
side of town... more on that when it happens. The talk of a new 
post office building in Elba continues. Postal officials, who decide 
these things, have postponed the project several times, but the latest 
we have seen in writing promises the new building will be occupied 
by January of 2001... .again more on that as it develops.

It is kinda 
hard to think of Blake Boutwell living anywhere but Elba. His dad 
was born here and probably his granddaddy Boutwell also. Our lim- 
ited knowledge of Elba history contains Boutwells all the way back. 


Even though there are complaints locally about the continuing days 
of rain, the farm crops are looking good all across the Wiregrass.

“Covetousness, which is idolatry” 
(Colossians 3:5) 

Last week, a correspondence came across my desk that merits reprinting. 
In a letter addressing the lottery question that the state of Alabama is fac- 
ing, Barrett Duke wrote, 

“Recently, a mother in New Jersey sued her son in order to get half of 
his lottery winnings. The mother said she was entitled to half of the money 
because she and her son had pooled their money to buy the lottery ticket. 
The son refused to share the $4.2 million jackpot because he claimed that 
he bought the ticket with his own money. The mother’s lawyer described 
her as an agonized parent who feels ripped off by her son. 

It is tragic that the relationship between a mother and her son could be 
so terribly twisted over money that it would come down to a lawsuit. This 
incident reminds us that the primary motivation behind all forms of gam- 
bling is the desire to get money. Unfortunately, for many, this desire to win 
money becomes a need to win money. Today, in the United States, there 
are at least 8 million adults who cannot control their appetite to gamble. 
For most of these people, gambling has led to the destruction of marriages, 
careers, and personal health. 

Imagine being so driven by the need to win money that you will sacri- 
fice everything in order to get it. It seems incomprehensible, yet we are 
seeing this happen every day with those who are addicted to gambling. 
The imagery that comes to mind is that of Abraham, knife in hand, stand- 
ing over his son, Isaac, preparing to take his life. Why did Abraham do 
this? He was demonstrating his absolute commitment and surrender to 
God. Today, we are seeing millions of people sacrificing their children, 
spouses, friends, and everything else on the altar of gambling, because of 
their absolute commitment to money. 

It should come as no surprise that such an attitude would appear idola- 
trous. Today, millions of people are worshiping money and offering every- 
thing, including themselves, on the altar of gambling in order to get it. 
Colossians 3:5 tells us that such an attitude is tantamount to idolatry. Such 
a sacrificial attitude demonstrates that getting money is the most important 
thing in these people’s lives, and gambling is the religion that they trust to 
get it for them. 

Does this describe you? Are you taking the chance that it could be you? 
No one who begins to gamble plans on having it become their religious 
idol, but it has become the religious idol of millions. You just might be the 
latest convert. The only way to make sure this does not happen to you is 
never to allow it an opportunity to snare you. Do not gamble, and you 
never will worship at the feet of gambling. If you already gamble, stop! If 
you cannot stop, find help before it is too late. Ask God to help you. Turn 
to Jesus Christ for freedom. Surround yourself with people who will 
encourage you, and win your life back.”

breakfast food

Breakfast is an important meal 
for both children and adults. It can 
supply between one fourth to one- 
half of the recommended daily 
allowance of vitamin and minerals. 
It provides the energy we need to 
start our day right and sustain us 
throughout the day. Breakfasts 
should include several food groups 
including a dairy product. a pro- 
tein, a bread or cereal and a fruit. 

But people should be smart 
shoppers when it comes to break- 
fast foods. Read the labels to check 
out the sugar. sodium and fat levels 
of the products. 

Breakfast meats may be marked 
lean or lite. They may have fewer 
calories, but check out how many 
of those calories come from fat. 
Currently, it’s recommended that 
you cat less than 30 percent of 
your calories as fat calories. 
Canadian bacon and lean ham are 
good choices for breakfast meats, 
Remember that cheese, eggs and 
peanut butter all provide protein so 
you could choose a fat-free cheese 
or an egg substitute and avoid 
excessive fat calories at breakfast. 

Check out the labels on cereal as 
well, Try natural, whole-grain 
cereals and you'll avoid excess 
calories from sugar, Four grams of 
Sugar equals one teaspoon so a 
cereal that has 12 grams of sugar in 
a Single serving contains the equiv- 
alent of 3 teaspoons of sugar. You 
may be getting even more sugar 
because many of us really eat more 
than one serving of cereal. As a 
good rule, choose cereals that con- 
tain 6 grams or less of sugar per 
serving. 

Exceptions to this rule are cere- 
als with dried fruits and raisins. 
They may have up to 10 grams of 
sucrose and other sugars and still 
be acceptable. That's because 
dried fruit may add about 4 grams 
of natural sugars as well as impor- 
tant vitamins, minerals and fiber, 
Healthy people need only about 
500 milligrams of salt per day. 
While there is no Recommended 
Daily Allowance for sodium, it’s 
recommended adults consume 
2,400 milligrams or less a day. 
Check the labels on your breakfast 
foods. You may find sodium hid- 
ing in places you didn’t expect 
such as instant grits and oatmeal. 
You may want to substitute regular 
or quick-cooking varieties to avoid 
excess sodium,

The southeastern corner of the 
state had the most rabies cases, fol- 
lowing a long established patter\n. 
However, rabies is occurring more 
often in other areas bordering sur- 
rounding states. In Coffee County, 
this year, there have been seven 
confirmed cases - five raccoons and 
2 bats. ; 

The summer months are challeng- 
ing for officials responsible for 
rabies control. Not only is school 
out and more outdoor activities are 
taking place, but young wild ani- 
mals are beginning to explore and 
investigate the world. These 
adorable-looking animals provide 
the opportunity for a deadly attrac- 
tion - rabies. 

Any wild animal that suddenly 
appears friendly, docile or 
approaches humans should be con- 
sidered suspect of being infected 
and should be avoided. Nocturnal 
(nighttime) animals such as rac- 
coons that are active in the day 
should also be suspected of having 
rabies 

Vaccination of domestic dogs and 
cats against rabies remains the best 
method of providing a protective 
bulfer between wildlife rabies and 
humans, State law requires that 
dogs and cats three months of age 
and older receive rabies vaccina- 
tions each year. 

Officials warn the public not to 
approach stray or unknown animals, 
wildlife and bats.

Former JPO sues county for $1.5 million

A $1.5 million lawsuit has been 
filed against Coffee County by 
former juvenile probation officer. 

Eva McGrath, through her attor- 
ney Paul Young of Enterprise, has 
named the Coffee County 
Commission as a defendant citing 
wrongful termination. The lawsuit 
contends that she was “unjustifiably 
and wrongfully terminated...with- 
out substantive and procedural due 


process” as provided for in the 
Coffee County Employee 
Handbook. 


According to public accounts, 
Ms. McGrath was terminated from 
her job as a probation officer by 
District Judge Steve Blair who is 
responsible for overseeing the activ- 
ities of juvenile probation officers. 
She was relieved of her duties on or 
about November 5, 1998 by Judge 
Blair. No legal action has been filed 
naming him as a defendant in the 
matter. 

Ms. McGrath was terminated 
from her job shortly after she was 
replaced as chief probation officer 
by Gary Watson. All these events 
took place after a state audit 
revealed funds missing and Judge 


Blair restructured the Juvenile 
Office and instituted accounting 


procedures to ensure that it did not 
happen again. The judge personally 
replaced the more than $1,500.00 
which were unaccounted for. 

Officials with the county com- 
mission were not aware that they 
were a position to hire or fire 
juvenile probation officers since 
they have never been involved in 
the process, This has always been 
the responsibility of the sitting dis- 
trict judge, 

In response to a request from Ms, 
McGrath for a grievance hearing 
before the commissioners, County 
Attorney Kenneth Fuller notified 
her that such a hearing had been 
denied since she was “not a county

petition for a declaratory judg 
ment to allow the court to decide the 
issue.

According to court records, the 
petition was not acted on until June 
18 after it was assigned to Circuit 
Judge Gary L. MeAliley at which 
time he recused himself. 

The following are excerpts from 
Judge McAliley’s order in response 
to the commission’s petition. 

“The undersigned [Judge 
McAliley] is firmly of the opinion 
that Eva McGrath, for in excess of 
fifteen years has been THE hardest 
working, most unselfServing, HON- 
EST and dedicated Coffee County, 
Alabama employee. The under- 
signed has heard the reasons pub- 
licly stated her termination 
However, the undersigned also is 
firmly of the opinion that Eva 
McGrath was terminated for other 
improper reasons/motivations by 
Coffee County District 
Steven Blair 

“Having served as a Judge in this 
Circuit for in excess of 22 years, the
